“T-aprang to the.grating and called loud- 
ly to the negroes below, but no voice an- 
swered. The horrible truth then’ burst up- 
on me in all. its terrors, The. negroes in 
their madness and despair had set the ship 
ot fire, and had perished by the fon) air and 
the amoke. Thig'was not. all, .. Their re- 
yenge ‘had involved us as. well aa them- 
selves, atid wo were on a burning. ship m 
‘the midet of terrible hurricane. I stood 


things, I was aroused by the veice of the’ 
cwptain shouting, excitedly : ti bs 

“ «Down with the-hatch. Quick, there ! 
Make it fast. We may suffocate the fire in 
tho hold if we.can.keep the air fronv- it. 
‘Down quick, I'say, for-your lives.’ - 

“The covers were fastened. down in an 
instant, and heavy tarpaulins nailed over 
them: The- other’ hatches, had not been 
raised, but we covered them in this way a- 
80, hoping to shut out the air from the 
hold; Uur situation was, terrible, aud we 
fully realized it, and exerted ourselves to 
keep-down the fire, Wemighthave passed 
through the gale in safety, but I had little 
hope of being able to keep down-the'flames, 
Then the thought that there were avveral 
‘hundred. dead men below my feet, anil that 
Thad helped to bring them to their death 
was horrible : 

“My worst fears were realized. - The 
opening of the hatch had given the fire an 
advantage. which was. destined to prove 
fatal tous, In an hour] could feo), or I 
fancied, I felt, the deck growing ot.

The heat melted the pitch used 
in caulking them, and these seams became

when 1 saw the corpses go over the sitle to 
the sharks more rapidly than ever, it was 
with difficulty that [ could restrain my -ex- 
citemént, ‘he most hardened sailor on the 
ship. seomed to feel the frightful condition 
of ‘the negroes. The captain's face grew 
more’ anxious, - and he became gloomy and 
silent, It aeemed that wo: should’ never 
meet “another breeze, and unless we wero 
favored with one very soon, we felt sure 
that sonie terrible fate would befall us. 

‘A week” passed - away, and still no 
change. Over two hundred of the negroes 
had. died, and the condition of the others 
was frightful beyond description. - Many 
were covered with sores and were reduced 
to mere skeletons by their sufferings. .: The 
patient. endurance of the negroes, which 
had hitherto marked their sorrow, and 
which had touched ‘me as deoply as their 
woes themselves, now give way to.a species 
of frenzy. They woukl'throng around the. 
gratings and with cries of. savage fury call 
to us in their natiye tongue, and shake 
their fists at us aud grind their long white 
teeth in impotent rage... Their fury becanie 
so great, indeed, that it was dangerous for 


sve coukl not prevent, Indeed the-erevices 

raw .wider'as the heat shrunk the planks, 
‘and, in half an hour more. the deck was 
covered. with, 4 thick sickening smoke, and 
in some, places the bright red glare of the 
flames was sect. It was in vain that wo 
threw water over the decks, in-vain that 
the waves would occasionally wash overs. 
The. flames bad gotten too fair a-start to be 


but death in store for us. + 

“All efforts to extinguish tho.fire were 
now abandoned, and the crew commenced tu 
prepare the boats. A lureh of the ship 
washed one away, and the-other was found 
to be walit for use. T never saw such dv- 
spair'as I“pead that day on the faces of 
thuse'sailovs. I-felt sone one touch me;on 
the-arm, and looking around, I saw the old 
sailor wlio had advised me to make the best 
of my bargain, * : 

“Come with mie,’ lad,’ ho whisperell. 
‘livery man must save himself now. But, 
‘L cannot Iet-you die. here without trying to 
help you.” : : 
“4¢T followed bim along the deek. - Woe 
panged at one of the water casks ‘which had 


any:ont to _venture“into the hold ; either 
to remove the dead or to distribute food aud 
water. The captain therefore ordered that 
only such supplies as could be passed 
through the gratiugs“should be given them 
until-they learned ‘to bebave themselves.’ 
It was a severe reniedy, ho said, but it was 
the only way to deal with such cages, His 
theory was at fault this time. -The fury. of 
the blacks increased, and they became so 
violent that there was. relly danger that 
they- would break out of the hold and 
attack us, To compel them to-be quiet the 
captain ordered the covets to be pit down 
onthe hatelies. “Phis was horrible, and even 
the maté who was-a hardened wretch, -pro-. 
tested against it: It was certain, he de- 
lured, to result in the death of all the 
uegroes, who would soon suffocate if the 
hold was deprived: of the scanty. ventilation 
it then possessed, - But- thie captain - was 
firm, . He. said he had often tried the mea- 
sure before, and that it. was sure to be 
ssuccesstul, If it did lsill a few negroes that 
would be*better than running the risk of 
haying all our tliroats cut by them, There 
was'no zppeal from his decision, and after 
all it was thoight by the men that so old a 
slaver ought to kiiow how to manage a 
troublesoric cargo. The hatches were shut 
down, but the cries and shouts grew louder 
aud more-furions. .
